The
difficalty at Salt Lake City wonld, in the
official’s opinion, be averted if the bankers
were willing to accspt fractional silver coin
instend of standard dollars, The former
would be delivered to them ot their places of
business without delay, and withcut ex-
pensa  to  them, and would answer
all the purposes of standard dollars,
Ho said further that the efforts of the present
admiulatration to promote the circulation of
silver coin are meeliog with great sucsels,
especinlly in the caso of subsidiary coin, which
until the p.esont movement began was wholly
ucavailuble acd a dead weight.
